Court Battle 
Decision Due 


The legend of Perry Mason 
and the historic impeachment of 
Andrew Johnson are likely to be 
overshadowed today at noon 
when the ASSAC Supreme Court 
rules on the validity of the May 
12 Presidential election. 

Today’s decision will be pre- 
ceded by a final plea from de- 
fense attorney, Jerry Burns, 
Commisioner of Justice, repre- 
senting hte students in Bert Cot- 
tle vs. ASSAC. 

Burns asked for the recess in 
order to review a law in the Cali- 
fornia Election Code concerning 
the legality of write-in votes. 
The commissioner intends to 
prove that all or a signifant num- 
ber of Bert Cottle’s 17 contested 
write-in votes were in fact not 
valid. 

At the time of the election the 
Election Commission ruled the 
votes not legal. Assuming that 
all other write-ins for other can- 
didates are counted as valid then 
Cottle would need to receive 15 
votes in order to defeat Tom 
Garrett and become President- 
Elect. 

The court will also rule wheth- 
er or not Cottle was a legal can- 
didate at the time of the elec- 
tion. Randy Beaton, attorney for 
Cottle, called English instructor 
Mary Daughtery to give a gram- 
matical interpretation ot the by- 
law that states a candidate must 
have a “2.0 cumulative grade 
point average, including the pre- 
vious quarter grades.” 

Miss Daughtery implied that 
she believed that Cottle was an 
eligible candidate because he had 
a cumulative grade point average 
of better than 2.0 although be- 
low a 2.0 for the previous quar- 
ter. 

Burns then tried to prove that 
the intent of the constitution 
would make Cottle ineligible. If 
the court should rule in his favor 
on this point Tom Garrett would 
be named the new president. 

Object of today’s contention 
will center on the validity of the 
questionable Cottle ballots. Bea- 
ton concluded his case by reading 
from a summary election guide 
that if accepted completely could 
give Cottle as many as 14 votes. 

Burns countered that Beaton 
was not reading from the highest 
authority and so we go into 
round two...

Identity Key Word 
In Marriage Conflict.

“There is conflict in all mar- 
riages,” stated Royal Marten, 
sociology instructor at Santa Ana 
College. 

“From the time we are born, 
we seek our own identity, and to 
identify ourselves with another 
person. These two words, “‘Iden- 
tity, and Identify,” are the key 
words for all conflict in mar- 
riage,” explained Marten. 

Webster states, “Identity 
means individuality,” and ‘“Iden- 
tify means to join or associate 
closely.”” Marriage is the most in- 
timate partnership of our lives. 
When a man marries, he is iden- 
tifying himself with his wife. But 
he wants to keep his own iden- 
tity. If one partner dominates 
and seeks to take the persons 
identity away from him; there is 
conflict. 

RETAIN IDENTITY 

Both parties have to learn to 
let the other person retain his 
identity, but also satisfy the urge 
to identify himself with the other 
person. 

“In some marriages one part- 
ner may try to mold the other 
one into a preconceived ideal 
type. The man may try to make 
his wife into the same type as his 
mother,” he continued. His 


mother was the quiet, reserved 
type, and was dominated by her 
husband. She was content to raise 
a large family, and attend to the 
household chores, and this seem- 
ed to be enough for her. “If it 
was good enough for Mother, it’s 
good enough for my wife,” the 
man reasons. 
AGGRESSIVE AND TALENTED 

“But, if he marries an aggres- 
sive and talented girl, staying 
home with the children and doing 
housework is not enough for her. 
She will try in every possible 
way to assert her individuality,” 
explained Marten. She may sug- 
gest that she would like to go to 
work. The husband comments, 
“You have plenty of money, why 
work?” Later she’ll suggest join- 
ing the local “Little Theatre” 
group. Then she comments: “I 
don’t want you out late at night. 
Anyway, your job is to stay home 
with the children.” 

CAUSE OF CONFLICT 

“She is allowing him to keep 
his identity, but he is denying 
her the right to her own indivi- 
duality; and totally unaware that 
he is the cause of the conflict in 
their marriage,’’ stated Marten. 

In cases where both partners 
seek to dominate the other, quar- 
reling is constant, and much un- 
happiness is experienced. 


“Our Town,” was presented at 
the Santa Ana High School audi- 
torium in December, 1949, fol- 
lowed by “Chicken Every Sun- 
day” in March.

MODEL U.N. 


Twelve SAC students and 
their advisor Edwin Force trav- 
eled to the University of South- 
ern California in April, 1952 
for the second annual Model 
United Nations Conference. More 
than 60 colleges were represented 
from 11 Western states, Alaska, 
Hawaii and Panama. 


In September, 1952, John 
E. Johnson was appointed the 
new SAC Dean of Men. Los Cab- 
alleros, a men’s service club, in- 
stalled a pencil dispensing ma- 
chine in the snack bar that year.

Dear Editor: 

Because of the confusion over 
the past Presidential election, 
and the pending motion in the 
Senate to censure me for my ac- 
tions, I would like to explain my 
position. 

Prior to the election, I main- 
tained that Bert Cottle’s candi- 
dacy for President was constitu- 
tionally legal, although he could 
not be placed on the ballot be- 
cause of the restrictions set forth 
in our Bylaws (Election Code). 


Article VI, Section 1 of the 
ASSAC Constitution formerly 
read: “All officers and candi- 


dates for office must be members 
of the ASSAC, be enrolled in 
1044 units or more, and must 
maintain a cumulative grade 
point average of 2.0 or better, 
including the previous quarter 
grade.”” (emphasis my own) AI- 
though school policy in all past 
elections has interpreted this sec- 
tion to mean 2.0 at the quarter, 
I felt that since it didn’t specifi- 
cally state that requirement, the 
section could be interpreted as 
including the quarter grade in the 
cumulative GPA calculations. 


It is is at this point, however, 
that the real complication oc- 
curred. On the same ballot, a 
Constitutional amendment was 
voted upon, and received the % 
vote necessary for its adoption. 
By precedent, as well as State 
and Federal law, and according 
to Robert’s Rules of Order, Re- 
vised (page 271) “an amendment 
goes into effect immediately up- 
on its adoption, unless the motion 
to adopt specifies a time for its 
going into effect.” There is no 
such time delay specification in 
the amendment, nor in the Con- 
stitution. This amendment chang- 
ed the wording of Article VI, Sec- 
tion 1 to clarify its meaning and 
intent, so as to remove all doubt 
as to the conflict in interpreta- 
tion. The amended part now 
reads: “ . . . must have 2.0 at

the previous quarter.” Hence 
Cottle was no longer a legal can- 
didate for any future election, 
and since a run-off election is a 
future election, the amendment 
could not be claimed as ex post 
facto. 


But since no candidate had re- 
ceived a majority, a run-off elec- 
tion was called for between Tom 
Garrett 
Oakes, the next highest Presi- 
dential write-in candidate, who 
had two votes. Because this seem- 
ed slightly absurd, I issued an 
Executive Order declaring Gar- 
rett as President-elect. My auth- 
ority te do so is guaranteed not 
in the Bylaws (where the “50 
per cent plus one” clause may 
be found), but rather in Article 
IV, Section 7e of the ASSAC 
Constitution, which is of course, 
the higher authority. This section 
states: ‘The President shall have 
the power to conduct Associated 
Students business at anytime, but 
is answerable to the Senate for 
any action.”’ 


I accept full reseponsibility 
for my actions, and for the ac- 
tions of the Elections Committee. 
I object to the editorial com- 
ment that the committee was 
“Garrett slanted,” and I believe 
that the integrity of its members 
is beyond reproach from a dis- 
satisfied and uninformed ‘“Mon- 
day Morning Quarterback.” I 
suggest that criticizers “insure 
brain is engaged before putting 
mouth in gear.” I have acted ac- 
cording to my conscience, and 
stand ready to accept the Su- 
preme Court’s decision, which 
I’m sure will be unbiased, fair, 
and final. Thank you.
